John Sawyer, of 
Maine, aged 102 years; Rev. Laban 
Ainsworth, seventy-five years minister of 
Jaffrey, N. H.—the longest, pastorate, I 
think, on record and preceded by a year 
of ‘‘supply "—aged 100; Rev, Ethan 
Osborne, of New Jersey, ninety-eight, 
and Rev. Zachariah Greene, of Hemp- 
stead, L. L., aged nincty-seven. Before 


'gome months, Mr. Osborne at ninety- 
mine and Mr. Greene at ninety-eight.

The Italian corvette Vet'or Pisani 
has been voyaging arou d~ the world 
since April, 1882, carrying on a‘series of 
deep-sea soundings, avyssmal thermo- 
metrical measurements, and making col- 
lections of marine zoology. The sound- 


ings have been made with the Thomson 
stcel wire supplemented with a rod in- 
vented by Signor Plumbo, the captain of 
the ship, while a Negretta and Zambra 
‘ thermometer was employed. A tow-net, 
opening and closing automatically, was 
always sent. down with the wire, and 
often brought up marine animals not 
hitherto known.

She is a gvod scholar, 
good disciplinarian, With a wonder- 
ful degree of patience, which with 
her pleasant manners makes her a 
general favorite both of parents 
and pupils.

SIEGE OF KHARTOUM. 


Kiow General Gorfon Kepelicd the 
Rebel Atiacks,. 

The London Times correspondent at Khar- 
toum under date of April 28 reports that Gen_ 
eral Gordon was laying mines in all direc_ 
tions. Food was dear. Genera! Gordon had 
issued paper mmey, the treasury being at 
Berber, and was paying the soldiers with it 
The town was quiet. Half of the population 
joined the rebels previous to the beginning of 
the siege. No news had been received from the 
British government. Under date of July 30, 
the correspondent says: ‘‘ The town has been 
closely besieged for five months and.will be 
able to hold out only two months longer. Ra- 
tions are being issued to the poor.” The cor- 
respondent sends the following extracts from 
his diary: “‘ March 13— Hassan and Safid were 
executed for their treachery during a battle 
which occurred on 
lost 350 killed and wounded. 
2g—The rebels attacked the town, but suf- 
fered heavy losses by explosions of the mines. 
May 1—An accident occurred to-day. An offi- 
cer trod upon the connection to one of the 
mines and caused anexplosion. Six men were 
killed. May 3—A man reported that the Eng- 
lish army were at Berber. .To the end of 
May the rebels made frequent attacks upon 
the town, suffering losses from the mines. 
During June steamer expeditions, under 
command of Saati Bey, were made 

Our losses on these expeditions 

We captured many cattle. 
25 Mr Cuzzi, the English 
informed us of the fall of 
Berber. Mr. Cuzzi was sent to Kordufan. On 
June 30, Saati Bey ag a quantity of 
corn and killed 200 rebels. July 16, Saati Bey 
burned Kalakla and three other vilages. He. 
also attacked Gatarub but was defeated. 
Saati Bey and his officers were killed. The 
loss was heavy. Colonel Stewart had a narrow 
escape. On June 29 we beat the rebels out of 
Buri, on the Blue Nile. A number of the en- 
emy were killed, and we captured a quantity 
of material. The steamers advanced to El- 
fau,clearing 15 rebel forts. Since the siege be- 
gan our loss has been under 700. July 31, the 
siege has been very close. Arab bullets are 
flying on all sides, some of them fal'ing on 
the palace. Food is tremendously dear. Since 
my recent dispatch, all hope of government 
relief has gone and we ouly depend on the 
steamers. It is impossible for usto cut our 
way through the rebels, burdened as we are 
with numbers of women and children. One 
Arab horseman suffices to frighten 200 of our 
men, On the day Saati Bey was killed eight 
rebels charged 200 of our men armed 
with Remington rifles and ispersed 
them. The only men we are able to 
depend on are the negroes. July 29—Mehe- 
met Ali's action yesterday was very success- 
ful. Five armored steamers, after clearing 
thirteen forts, found at Gareff two strong 
forts. The vessels engaged the forts for eight 
hours under a terrific fire. The cannon in the 
forts were pay | disabled and the rebe 
driven out. Our loss was only three kill 
and thirteen wounded. General Gordon will 
soon send two steamers toward Senaar to try 
to recapture a steamer taken from Saleh Bey. 
General Gordon is weil.” 


APPLYING THE TORCH. 


Many EImcendiary Fires Started in 
Cleveland. 


A Cleveland, (Ohio) dispatch  sayr, 
Three more attempts to start incendiary

March of the Dreaded Pestilence 
in Europe. 


Total Number of Deaths Since the 
Jutbreak, 


A special cable dispatch from London says 
that up to midnight on’Fhursday the total 
number of deaths in Europe from the cholera 
since the outbreak in Toulon was 14,132. Of 
these Italy had 7,974; France. 5,798, and 
_ Spain, 360. The actual totals, says the 
| correspondent, may be higher from 
the two causes of official con- 
cealment and bad reporting, but 4% have 
every death which found its way into any 

report, local or general. The Province of 
| Naples has now furnished more deaths thar. 
the whole of France, the total being 5,923 
| of which only 300 or so belong outside 
| the city. Next in Italy comes Genoa, with 
| 622, two-thirds of which come from little 
| Spezia. The disease has now, however 
| got @ firm grip on the city of Genoa, do 
| 


spite the ridiculous cordon kept around 
| Spezia to save the marble 
: city. To this barbarous measure, which lit- 
| erally scared and starved the cme into 

the disease, may be ascribed frightful 

mortality that has prevailed there. A gen- 

tleman just arrived from Geneva tells me 

the back quarters there are very dirty, 
and that the epidemic is likely to have 
many hundreds of victims, The Province 
of Cuneo has had 4€4 deaths, half of them 
being in the city of Busca, which likewise 
bas bean a martyr toa medizval cordon. 
The other provinces which have had over 100 
deaths are Bergamo, with 306; Massa Car- 
rara, with 148: Parma, with 112; Turin, with 
108, and Campo Basso, with 101. In the last 
three the plague seems now to have died out, 
but it is raging in new fields. In all, 41 pro- 
vinces in Italy have been infected. 

An Italian friend of mine who is a member 
of a Republican society in Italy tells 
me the curious fact that his latest circu- 
lars from headquarters announce seces- 
sions by the hundreds from membership, 
including some of the best men in 
society, owing to the admiration for the 
king’s courage in visiting Naples. The 
Garibaldians from Milan who volunteered 
to nurse the sick at Naples, and who wear red 
shirts, and are to a man Radical, were met in 
the slums the other day by Cardinal San Fe- 
lice. The prelate shook hands with all of 
them, and thanked them warmly. This fact 
has done more for the real unification of Italy 
than it is easy to believe. 

In France there are now twenty-three de- 

ments where cases have been reported, 
and nineteen that have had deaths. The 
stricken communities number 237. Mar- 
seilles has had 1,733 deaths, Toulon, 982; 
Arles, 383; Perpignan, 156; Aix, 162, and 
Carcassonne, 106. The feature of the week 
has been the spread of the disease into new de- 
partments—Isere, Gers and Cantol—and its 
appearance in the northern suburbs of 
aris. Five different suburbs have had 
deaths since the 14th.

I have wondered if there are such awk- 
ward ways of doing things outside of 
Egypt as are practiced here. The farm- 
ing implements would be laughable if 
they were not monstrous. Tubal-Cain 
certainly made better-formed scythes than 
are used here. The axes are simply long, 
sharp wedgos, with a hole near the top, 
and a short, straight stick in the hole for 
a handle. ‘Hay-forks are big and awk- 
ward, wnd twice as heavy as our stable 
forks. Grain is oftener threshed with 
the old-fashioned flail than otherwise. I 
wonder they do not tramp it out with 
oxen. It would be a slower process, and 
how to be slow is made a special study 
here. - The plows are the climax of agri- 
cultaral monstrosities. They are great 
cu'mbersome things, made almost wholly 
of wood, with the beam mounted on two 
wooden wheels big enough for coal carts. 

My friend used just such a plow on 
our farm. I half deny ownership now, 
when I think of it. It was pulled by six 
cows, and two men were holding the 
plow up. I followed and looked on. 
They were hzif a day plowing half an 
acre, 

I am glad the whole concern, 
cow drivers and all, were hired and not 
apart proper of the farm. 1 saton a 
stone wall for half an hour and reflected 
whether it were possible Americans could 
not make small special farming profita- 
ble, with their soil and complete imple- 
ments for farming, in the face of the fact 
that these people not only make a living 
but save money, on a poor soil, and with 
the old-fashioned tools of Egypt to work 
it. 

Iam certain the whole secret lies in 
economy; in the saving of a hundred 
little things that shal! outbalance even 
the waste of these awkward implements 
and these siow methods. ‘There will not 
a blade of grass be seen among the vines 
here, pora weed op the farm. There 
will not be a twig of wood left to rot, or 
a potato undug. A gentleman's private 
garden could not possibly be any cleaner 
or better kept than the whole farm in 
Switzerland, and cultivation such as is 
bestowed only on hot houses in America, 
is common here to every farm. 
Not one foot of ground js uncared 
for. It may take a gouwl deal of 
time, with such slow hands to do it, but 
itisdone. Nota chip, not a straw is 
wasted. ‘‘We put this little thing and 
that little thing together,” said my friend 
‘‘and at the end of the year it makes a 
good deal.” One cannot afford waste or 
bad farming on land at five or six or ten 
hundred dollars an acre and more.
